INDIAS ALE AIRS 


Our borders nave бесп uninterrup- 
ted by Indian outrages, ul any acts 
of violence worthy of official mention 
So far, the present policy of the Gos 
ernmentin dealing with the Indians 
has been generally successful Civil- 
ization, restless and aggressive, 15 
Acgocking at the barriers of our Indi- 
an Reservations, and thrift and the 
plowsliare are remorselessly demand- 
ing that idle savagery and the scalping- 
knife, shill surrender uncultivated 
lands to be dedicated forever to agri 
culture and material deve’ p nent, 
and yet, peace with the Indians has 
been maintained In my opinion, 
questions 1n regard to the Indian pol. 
icy will soon. break upon us which 
wil require great firmness and cool 
Judgement on the part of our law-ma- 
kers tosol«e I confidently look for 
the solution to be 1n the interests of 
humanity, and while I have no spe- 
cific recommendation to make in this 
connection, I am anxiously looking to 
the front of this “old and vexed ques- 
thon,” with the hope that your best 
consideration may assist in anticipa- 
ting the wants of the future in regard 
to the final disposition. of the Indian 
tribes 

DIVISION OF IHE TERRITORY 


There is a bill before Congress look- 
ing to a division of the Territory along 
the 46th degree of north latitude, and 
providing 2 territorial government for 
the division north of that line 

Dakota embraces 150,932 square 
miles, with sufhcient territory for three 
States of average size Our. present 
population is not less than 30,000, and 
isincreasing rapidly — In its present

CODIFICATION OF THL 14WS 

The immediate necessity of a codi- 
fication of the laws of the Tegritory, 
15 imperatively demanded, and in 
this regard, 1 desire to reiterate my 
recommendation on this subject con- 
tained in a former message “ The 
revision and codification of the laws 
of the Territory has become a matter 
of the greatest importance, and the 
difficulty and uncertainty growing out 
of the present want of systematic ar- 
rangement is well known to all who 
have occasion to refer to them I 
recommend that you provide by an 
act of the Legislature, for the proper 
performance of this work by competent 
persous, at the earliest practicable mo 
ment, and look to Congress to indem 
nify the Territory for any expense 
thereby incurred.

Winter Clothing. 


In the experiments to determine 
the heat-conducting. power of linen, 
cotton, wool, ind silk, Sir Humphrey 
Davy found not only that these ma- 
terials conducted heat in the order 
given above, linen being the best, but 
also that the tighiness or looseness of 
Weaving possessed an important influ- 
ence It is therefore evident that in 
the selection of winter clothing, and 
especially of (hit іо be worn next the 
shin, the materiais ot le ist conducting 
power, as wool and silk, should be 
chosen, and the fibnes should be 
loosely woven 

As regards the external garments 
the same rules apply with equal force, 
but in this case care should be tahen 
to remove overcoats and shiwls when 
м а warm ioom, especially should 
precaution be obser ved 1n the instance 
of the furs worn by ladies Тһе hab- 
it of wearing these articles for hours 
m successjon while shopping and vis- 
iting, often so weakens the powers of 
resistance m the wearers that they 
become ready victims of inflamations 
of the throat and Jungs То such an 
extent. does this occur m New York 
that many of the most skillful physic- 
1ans advise theu patients го disecon- 
tinue the use of furs, and the advice 
is often followed with the most satis- 
factor: results

ner, the best possible food for each 
tree Peir, apple, peach and cherry 
trees would be greatly benefitted by 
this simple process lt 15 said. that 
certain vineyards of France and Italy 
аге hept in the highcst condition. by 
simply burying at their root every leaf 
and branch that falls or 15 pruned from 
the vines at the close of the season It 
15 а well known fact that no manure 
15 more eargerly sought after by flor- 
ists than leaf. mold, 1t enters largely 
into the preparation of compost for 
potting house plants They are most 
exccllent absorbents for horse stalls, 
aud if they are gathered perfectly diy 
and kept so until uscd, they 1mpart to 
manure а dark, brittle character, 
which improves it for any use and 
makes 1t unsurpassed for a top dress- 
ing for garden purposes А litter of 
leaves 15 also more manageable than 
the usual one of straw, 15 1t can be rc- 
newed without the necessity of clean- 
ing out the stall more than two or 
three times ı week, as the leaves ab- 
sorb the ammonia rapidly, and can be 
more readily mecorporated with the 
manure, by being trodden and worked 
over in the stall, thin if removed daily 
They are especially 1eoommended for 
hot beds, mixing the dried leaves 
with horse manure, and there 1s no 
better ingredient for increasing the

The Great Railroad Project 


The industrical wonders that we 
shall witness during the neat quarter 
of a century, may be guessed at from 
the following plan for a railroad on 
which to transport loaded ships from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, across the 
Isthmus of Panama “Tahing a hint 
from roads which have long success- 
fully carried canal boats and other 
smaller vessels, with the cargoes un- 
broken, over high eminences, this 
schere proposes to solve the difficul- 
ty of finding а 1easible canal route Jt 
1 proposed by ıt to take loaded ships 
of even two thousand tons upon wheels 
and carry them from one side. to the 
other of the Isthmus The projected 
plan 15 for а road with s1&. parallel 
rails, with a guage of twenty-five 
feet The cars to be provided with 
two hundred and forty wheels, and to 
weigh no less than seven hundred 
tons Hydraulic lifts are to be used 
to get the ships uponthe cars, and 
from five to ten locorhotives to draw 
them over ordinary grades Up- 
on the steepest grades it is propos- 
ed to resort to toothed wheel geanng 
into toothed supplemental rails and to 
have stationary engines at some points 
if necessary The route designated 
for this road is the one through Hon 
duras, and the estimated cost seventy- 
five milhon dollars” At first glance 
this seemes absurb—impossible—a 
mere crazy notion, but capitalists are 
now endeavoring to raise the money for 
it in. the Enghsh marhet — What 
next?

Replanting Bulbs, 


Those who aie now about to replant 
bulbs grown in their own grounds 
should remember that a heavy clay is 
not suitable nor 15 a light sand The 
latter, however, 1s better than the 
former, but in all cases the ground 
should be dug eighteen inches deep, 
and four to six. inches of well rotted 
cow manure should be placed and in- 
termingled with the base of the stir- 
red so! If the soil is а heavy clay, 
it must be removed, at least in. part 
and then sandy loam or leaf mold be 
mingled with the balance If very 
sandy, then clay loam should take a 
half position After planting, a dress 
of coarse fresh cow manure three 
inches deep should be spread over the 
bed, and as soon as cold weather sets 
in, cover again with leaves or loose 
straw to a depth of fourinches Ear- 
ly im spring take off the leaves or 
straw aud as soon as the bulbs appear 
m their young growth, rake carefully 
the coarse particles of manure from 
the top —Addi,in Cleveland Herald
